Grass, bas just formu- 
lated a reply to Ra- 
gunatha Rao respect- 
ing child-marriages in 
India, which in effect 
states that notwith- 
standing there is a 
distinct growth of 
public feeling in India 
against the system of 
chilad-marriage, it is 
not yet strong enough 
to enable the British Government to take any 
legisiative action. The pecuilarity of the 
problem res des in the fact that the custom is 
a custom only, and has no justification in the 
sacred books of Hindoostan. There is no 
reason to suppose that in Vedic India girls 
were warried, as they now are, in the cradle 
almost. How the change has come about isa 
matter of arch@ological interest, and proba- 
bly such nominal unions served a useful pur- 


pose once. 
A HINDOO’S PLEA. 

Ragunatha Rao, who isa distinguished Hin- 
Goo, recently calied upon the Eritish Govern- 
a to put down the system as it has put 
down slavery and other evils. He says:

ENGLISH INFANTS AT THE ALTAR. 

This protest is made apropos of the recent 
charge against Holkar’s son-in-law. The case 
of Ruikmabi, who is now in Euglapd, shows 
another phase of the same evil. I been 
pointed out to Rao that there is no reason to 
despair of a change in the Indian custom, for 
in Great Britain two centuries ago the age at 
which children were married would now be 
regarded as a scandal. 

Mary, Countess of Buccleuch, married at the 
age of 11. The affair caused a commotion, and 
the young lady was placed under the charge 
of Gen. Monk and his wife until the Com- 
missary Court passed judgment, which they 
did by nullifying the marriage on the ground 
that the Scotch law fixed the marriageable age 
at 12 for girls and 15 for boys. 

Several even stranger instances of child mar- 
riages in Lancashire and Chesbire are cited. 
The daughter of that grave and reverend prel- 
ate, Bishop Chaderton, was so young when 
married that at the ceremony she had to be 
held up atthe altar. The remembrance that 
such an incident unreproved was possible in 
Good Queen Bess’ Golden Days’’ may make 
Rao hope that forces now at work will put an 
end to child-marriage in India aad to all the 
cruelty which the system involves.

All the finan- 
cial evils which now threaten Italy are laid at 
the door ofthe Triple Alliance and popular 
discontent atthe German yoke is so rapidly 
increasing that the fall of the new Urispi Cab- 
inet and the adventof apro-French Ministry 
are freely predicted. 
ITALY’S FORCE. 

No doubt the price offered to Italy for the 
huge sacrifices she is making is considerable. 
In return for her active co-operation with 
Germany and Austro-Hungary in the event of 
war with France and Russia it is believed that 
Nice and Savoy are the reward on one side and 
the Trentino on the other, though It is dim- 
cult to believe that the Hapsburg will ever 
voluntarily consent to the surrender of the 
city of Trent itself. 

But meantime the promised acquisitions 
abroad remain remote and visionary, 
while beggary within her doors stares 
Italy in the face. The fortune of war is never 
certain, but itis highly probable that even 
in the event of the final triumph of the 
three allied powers a large part of the Itallan 
coast would for some time be at the mercy of 
the French fleet. Despite their colossal iron- 
clads, it is very doubtful in the event of war 
with France if the Italians will be able to cope 
with the French navy. The experience of 
Lissa is certainly not encouraging to those 
who put their faith in leviathans, and the 
huge Italian vessels will always run the risk 
of being out-manevered by much smaller 
crafts. The loss ofa single naval engagement 
at the outbreak of war would entail the an- 
nihilation of the whole Italian plan of mobili- 
zation. 

DEFENSELESS CITIES. 

The principal coast cities on the West, 
Genoa, Naples and Palermo, are wholly unde- 
fended. The direct railway between the great- 
est city of Italy and ite Capital, and again be- 
tween Rome and Genoa, incredible as the fact 
may appear, consist of a single line of rails, a 
defect which in itseif throws almost insupera- 
ble obstacles in the way ofany rapid mobili- 
zation of troops on a large scale, and between 
Shezzia and Genoa and onward towards the 
French frontier the line passes through in- 
numerable tunnels, any one of which might 
be blown up after a successful landing. 

Many intelligent Italians see these things and 
doubt whether in spite of the vast expenditure 
on the national armaments, any adequate re- 
turn is to be hoped for from a policy which 
may placetheir richest coast lands at the 
mercy of a French descent. The thorough 
going ‘Irredentists’ on the other band are in- 
dignant at an alliance which virtually resigns 
Italian claims to the city for which they long 
—Trieste. The sincere believersin national 
freedom are disgusted at a secret compact 
concluded with reactionary and repressive 
elements, and by which the rising liberties of 
the Balkan States are deliberately sacrificed 
to Hapsburg land hunger.

Boulanger’s Friend Attacked by the Artist

TREATED WITH CONTEMPT. 

M. Pellota, a French artist living in London, 
made acaricature of Gen. Boulanger three 
months ago, for which he was roundly abused 
by Henri Rochefort in his journal, The artist 
considered M. Rochefort’s language more in- 
sulting than his picture of the General war- 
ranted and forthwith dispatched two London 
journalists to Paris, who calied upon M. Roche - 
fort and demanded on the part of their prin- 
cipalan apology or immediate satisfaction. 
M. Rochefort refused to entertain the propo- 
sition, treating the sender with contempt and 
refused todo him the honor of fighting with 
him. Mr. Peliota has vowed to have satisfac- 
tion and since M. Rochefort came to England 
has been seeking for him, threatening to as- 
sault him on sight. 

THE ASSAULT. 

They met this evening fur the first time on 
Regent street. M. Rochefort was quietly 
walking toward the quadrent, when the en- 
raged artist rushed up to him and shrieked 
the words: ‘*Liar! coward!’’ Rochefort re- 
tained his usual composure until bie assail- 
ant attempted to strike dim, when he drew a 
a pistol and warned the man off. Pellota 
shrank back, but kept up a volley of abuse. 

In the meantime a large crowd had gath- 
ered, among them many of the foreign ladies, 
who frequent Regent street at night, and be- 
gan to scream when they saw a pistol dis- 
played and the Frenchman in danger. This 
drew the attention ofthe police who came 
up and arrested both men, starting them to 
the nearest police station. There after a brief 
examination the prisoners were released on 
bail to appear again Monday. 

The affair has produced a commotion among 
the French exiles, who have endeavored to 
live quletly and on the best possible terms 
with their English friends. They are morti- 
fied that a disturbance should have been 
caused by such a petty quarrel, although they 
defend Rochefort’s conduct throughout. They 
are none the less destrous of leaving London, 
for which itis said they have already been 
making preparations. 

WANTS TO RETURN TO PARIS. 

It has been seriously considered by the little 
Council at Portland Place whether it would 
not be best for the Generalto return to Paris 
at once and face the consequences. He is 
ready todoso. He waits only upon the ad- 
vice of his advisers in Paris. His friends here 
press himtoreturn. They declare he has lost 
none of hjs popularity. The Exhibition is his 
only rival, andthe Government and the Par- 
liamentary leaders are making all the capital 
they can of it in his absence. They are conf- 
dent that with his return his triumph would 
be complete, and they pramise hat the ‘‘Truce 
ofthe Exhibition,’’ as it has been termed, 
shall be preserved if it is observed on the 
other side, and the foolish proceedings in the 
Senate are dropped.

=» N TRUE sailor fashion, 

the Valkyrie’s crew 

were just stretching her 

immense stay-sall when 

the PosT-DISPATCH rep- 

resentative went aboard 

the yacht at Fay’s yard 

at Southampton to-day. 

It is a powerful piece of 

-canvas, much heavier 

than the stay-sail of the 

Thistle. With the ex- 

ception of the uphoistering and finishing 
touches of carpentering and iron fillings, the 
Valkyrie was all ready for her 
trial trip through the channel te the Thames 
to take part in the initial race next Wednes- 
day. Designer Watson greeted your corre- 
spondent cordially, but was too busy to talk, 
and evaded the direct question, just when the 
Valkyrie could start on her trip. But Dua- 
raven left London for Southampton to-night, 
and as he intends going around to the Thames 
in his new boat it is quite likely that by the time 
this cablegrai is printed, the cutter will be 
dropping the Isle of Wight below the horizon. 

As I caught the first glimpse ofthe Valkyrie 
afloat, the paint scarcely dry from the brush, 
and her clouds of mew white canvas 
glistening inthe sunshine, she certainly 
looked a beauty.

A Warning Letter From an American at 
St. Petersburg. 
By Telegraph to the Poet-Disratcu. 
PAUL, Minn., May 18.— 
Louis Niemo of the 
Dairy Commissioner's 
Department received 
yesterday a letter from 
Chariton F. Way of the 
American Consulate at 
St. Petersburg, in which 
he warns Russian and 
Polish Hebrew residents 
of the dangers attend- 
ing their return to Rus- 
sia. Gentiles who have been natives of the 
same country are also liable to be interfered 
with, but the interpretation of the Russian 
laws on the subject depends largely on the in- 
dividual opinions of the officials who admin- 
ister them. Mr. Way cites the case of a Polish 
Jew who came to the United States many 
years ago and became a naturalized citizen. 
He fought in the war of the rebellion, in 
which he lost an arm and was given a pen- 
sion. Recently he returned to Russia, and 
was at once imprisoned. After remaining in 
prison for a length of time he was tried, con- 
vioted and escorted tothe frontier because he 
bad left the country before arriving at the age 
when he would become Hable to perform mili- 
tary duty. While the American government 
does everything possibie to guard and protect 
citizens, naturalized or unnaturalized, while 
abroad, there is no treaty with Russia on the 
point, and it seems to be the case there that 
when a man is once a Russian he is always a

OROPS IN CUBA. 


Shortage in Sugar Product—Tobacco Yield 
Abundant—Tariff Tinkering. 


HAVANA, Cuba, May 17. 


UCH injury will re- 
sult if the dry weath- 
er continues. The 
large sugar estates 
are still working, al- 
though rain is badly 
needed, the cane be- 
coming hard and 
yielding little juice. 
Most of the smaller 
plantation have fun- 
ished their crops, 
with adifference of 
25 to 40 per cent less 
production as com- 
pared with previous crops. Much new cane 
will be planted, and the area for next season’s 
grinding will be greatly increased. It 


is conceded that the crop of 1888-’89 
will fall short of that of 1887- 


88, fully 150,000 tons. The tobacco 
crop promises to be abundant and of a good 
guality, and the production of potatoes is 
nereasing every year. Our market is well 
supplied with fine, large tubers which are 
selling at wholesale for 2 cents per pound. 

Frequent fires have occurred among the 
sugar-cane fields, causing the destruction of 
large tracts of standing caue, and burning 
over lands recently cropped. This no doubt 
is owing tothe long continued dry weather.

STRIKING MINERS. 


English and Welsh Workmen Determined to 
Aid the Germans. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 18.—Strikes of a most deter- 
mined character are imminent in the English 
and Weish coal mining districts and in Bel- 
gium in consequence of the labor disturb- 
ances in Germany. Any reports of the 
cessation of the latter cannot de de- 
pended upon, the articles to that et- 
fect published by the German press 
having been dictated by the authorities and, 
to speak in the mildest form, are premature. 
As soon as the supply from the native mines 
was cut off coal was hurried to Essen and 
other points from Belgium and a great quan- 
tity of English coal destined for cities in 
France was shunted to German lines. 

A scarcity of gas coal is feared in Paris, a 
catastrophe the importance of which may 
be imagined, considering merely how 
ruinous any interruption of the lighting ar- 
rangements would prove to the Exposition. 
Delegates representing the German strikers 
hastened to England and laid the matter be- 
fore the Miners’ Union and the latter will 
require a guaranty from their employers that 
no coal exported ostensibly for French con- 
sumption shall be sent to Germany until the 
strike there shall have ceased. 


The Strike in Westphalia and Siiesia. 

Special Cablegram te the Pest-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, May 18.—The North German Gazette 
in an luspired articie refutes the assertion 
made by the Cologne Gazette that the condie 
tion of the miners’ strike in Westphalia did 
not warrant the prociamation of a state of 
siege there and says the nae Sane 
apply in the tives 
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While the strikers are multiplying in Silesia 
they are abating in Westphalia. It is expected 
that work will be very generally resuméd 
next week. Already 5,000men have returned 
to their mines. There have been no more 
scenes of violence and the excitement has 
subsided. The Emperor’s wise treatment of 
the great outbreak had an immediate and ex- 
cellent effect. All note that he brought as 
much pressure to bear on the employers as on 
the employed. The men return to work ex- 
pecting the coal barons to make reasonabie 
concessions in return for those they are them- 
selves prepared to make. Negotiations are in 
progress generally in accordance with the 
spirit of the Emperor’s advice, and it is hoped 
that in most caseb they will reach satisfactory 
conclusions on ali sides. 


‘SWELLS OF THE ARMY. 


A Threatened Revolt Among the Officers of 
Knglish Cavalry Regiments. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, May 18.—If a change now being 
considered by the English military author- 
ities is carried out there will be something 
akin toarevoit inthe most aristocratic arm 
of the service. It is in contemplation to 
transfer the cavalry training school from 
Aldershot to the Curragh of Kildare, a much 
better place, allowing facilities for maneuver- 
ing large bodies of horses, which are totally 
wanting at Aldershot. The grievances of the 
officers have been many of late years. Up to 
within a quarter of a century both wealth and 
pedigree were necessary in an aspirant for a 
commission ina crack cavalry regiment and 
the swelis of that exclusive branch flattered 
themselves that, though the line might be 
contaminated by the sons of vulgar trades- 
men, they had influence enough to preserve 
themselves from contact with such inferior 
beings. 

But some plebeians have lately invaded even 
the cavalry and it is possible that the crown- 
ing indignity may be inflicted upon them of 
transferring them to Ireland. At Aldershot 
they could spend two or three days ofthe 
week m London and still attend to their nom- 
inal duties, butifthey are exiled to the Cur- 
ragh, the channel will sadly interfere with 
such relief from their arduous toils. The 
Duke of Cambridge and the Prince of Wales

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THE FIGHT FOR A FREE BALLOT. 

In the simple homespun days of the 
Union, when we could give every man a 
farm, and there was no Money Power 
holding great armies of voters in a con- 
dition of abject dependence for work and 
bread, the viva voce system and an uncor- 


guaranteed the freedom of the voter 
and the purity of the election. But as 
our social conditions became more similar 
to those of England, it became apparent 
here, as it did there, that perfect secrecy 
of the ballot was absolutely necessary to 
evolve the free and unbeught decision of 
the majority from the ballot-box. Yet 
for fifty years we have been cheated with 
a sham secredy for the ballot that pro- 
tected fraud, bribery and intimidation 
rather than the freedom of the voter, 
until at last we were losing faith in the 
possibility of making elections honest and 
fair. 

Every intelligent voter in the Union 
knows that the small pluralities by which 
HARRISON carried New York and Indiana 
and obtained the Presidency were greatly 
outnumbered by the men who were 
voted in those States in blocks of five, by 
the boodle managers or by employers who 
compelled employes to deposit certain 
ballots on pain of losing their means of 
living. 

Republicans know it, and excuse it, by 
charging that there was as much bribery 
and worse intimidation on the other side. 
Democrats know it, but acquiesce in the 
result because they are conscious of so 
much bribery and intimidation on both 
sides that no man can show which side 
really polled a majority of the honest and 
free votes. Both sides know that the 
division between such votes was close and 
doubtful, and thatthe longest puree car- 
ried the election. 

There is in this knowledge a sense of 
national humiliation and danger which 
will put electoral reform above every 
other question in our politics, and woe to 
the politician or party that stands in the 
way of its settlement. As a people we 
are accustomed to abide by the decision of 
the Hajority, because we can trust its 
own sufferings to set the majority right 
again when it goes wrong. But when au- 
thority over us is claimed on returns from 
ballot boxes stuffed by fraud, bribery or 
intimidation, it arouses in us a spirit of 
resistance dangerous to public order, 
That way lies the chief peril menacing our 
system. In the free, unbought decision 
of the majority. ascertained beyond dis- 
pute, is our best assurance of domestic 
order and peace, our only assurance of 
free government and just laws. 

To make our elections what they should 
be is to re-establish and preserve popular 
self-government. To admit that this can 
not be done is to consent to the gradual 
undermining and eventual overthrow of 
our system by its most dapgerous enemies, 
the political mercenaries who act on the 
idea that the landlord’s power over the 
tenant’s vote, the mill-owner’s control 
over the employe’s vote and the Money 
Power’s ability to vote the corrupt in 
blocks of five are wholesome and con- 
servative influences in our politics.

The Weather Crop Bulletin. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—The Signal 
Office weather crop bulletin for the week end- 
ing Saturday, May 18, says: The weather dur- 
ing the week was favorable for growing crops 


in all sections except in the south Atlantic and 
east Gulf States, where hot, dry weather and 
the absence of rain was unfavorable for cotton 
and has doubtiess caused some damage to 
small grain in South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Southern portions of Louisiana and 
Mississippi. Throughout the wheat regions 
of the Central valleys andthe Northwest re- 
cent rains greatly improved the crop condl- 
tions and also lessened the chance of injury 
from chinch and cutworms, which were rapidly 
increasing in some sections. The cold weather 
and snows in the northwest have doubtless 
affected the crops favorably in that section. 
In Texas the weather was favorable for wheat 
which is now being harvested, but oats were 
somewhat injured by drought; "all other cro 
were improved. The rains which occurred 
the early part of the weekin Kentucky and 
Tennessee, although not sufficient, 
— benefited all crops, but it is 
probable that the rains did not occur suffi- 
ciently early to make a full crop of oats and to- 

acco. Generally throughout New England 
the Middle Atlantic States and States north 
of the Ohio River, the week was especially 
favorable and all crops are mak- 
ing satisfactory progress except in portions 
of Indiana where the drought continues, but 
there is a prospect, however, of rain in that 
section within the next forty- -eight hours. 
These rains will probably extend southward 
over the greater portion ofthe cotton region 
where they are much needed. Slight damage 
resulted from hail in some sections of 1 
nessee and Iowa.

ACTION OF THE LEGISLATURE ON SEVERAL 
IMPORTANT MEASURES. 


The Anti-Trust Bill and Its Fffecte—The 
Railroad Legislation, and What it Will 
Accomplish—Gov, Francis Vetoes the 
Drummers’ Bill—Effect df Legislation on 
St. Leuis—Jefferson City Gossip.

T to-day’s meeting the 
House this afternoon 
defeated the Senate re- 
visory railroad bill by 
a vote of 68 to 88. The 
following are the prin- 
cipal changes made by 
the House bill in the 
present law: It com- 
pelis railroads to fur- 
nish clean box cars to 
ship {wheat and pro- 
. Visions. It compels 
railways, as common 
carriers, to carry 
\ =} freight, and does not 
' permitthem to force 
a party to sign a contract waiving right to re- 
cover damages. It requires ah passenger 
trains to stop at all county seats, and 
to erect and maintain depots at such 
points. It requires railroad companies 
to furnish seats to all passengers. It also 
provides for double damages for all live stock 
killed or injured along the right of way 
through passing trains or by running into 
ditches or against wires fences. It makes it 
the duty of the Rallroad Commissioners 
to fix freight rates for all the roads in the 


veto message the Governor says ‘‘the object 
of this bill is doubtless a good one, asI un- 
derstand it was intended to protect 
unsuspecting citizens from being swindled 
by agents of patented or other articles 
the quality and use of wtich are often mis- 
represented. It isso sweeping and general, 
however, in its provisions thatif it should 
become a law it would seriously interfere with 
the commerce of the State and 
eventually work a hardship upon 
those whom it is intended to benefit. 
The second clause of the first section which 
permits the maker or signer of a note to inter- 
pose any defense thereto when suit is brought 
thereon regardiess of whether the note may 
be in the hands of an innocent pur- 
chaser, would seriously impair if not 
destroy the negotiability of commercial 
paper. The first clause of section 1 includes 
all commercial travelers or agents selling an 
article or commodity whatever, and if the bill 
should go into effect it would necessitate all 
vendors of merchandise of any nature what- 
ever to make all their sales 
on open account or to hoid 
until maturity the notes taken tberefor. Such 
a state of. affairs would result in concentrat- 
ing the entire jobbing interest of the State in 
the hands of afew housesof unlimited cap- 
ital, as the inability of merchants with limited 
capitalto negotiate their paper would drive 
them out of business.’’

We have 
not looked to New Hampshire or Maine for 
the creative imagination of the playwright, 
but we have accepted the raw material with 
keen relish. 

The fact stares us in the face that for an en- 
tire season Mr. Denman Thompson has heid 
the attention of thetown by the presentation 
of a rugged New Hampshire man in the most 
literal manner unredeemed by one touch of 
imagination. It was not the illusion of his 
representation, but the reality of it, that drew 
the multitude. It was the real thing. 

Richard Golden, at the Union Square, has 
started in with a similar entertainment. It is 
impossible to regard it seriously from the dra- 
matic point of view. Its claims to plot and 
suspense, and passion and situation, are of 
the weakest kind, and to judge with precon- 
ceived notions of what an entertainment must 
be in order to be worthy, will result and has 
resulted in that unjust contempt which dis- 
misses it with a sneer, while it remains with a 


triumph. 

Destitute of the conventional elements of 
drama, this entertainment nevertheless holds 
and delights the public with elements of char- 
acter and a verisimilitude of local incident 
that in themselves are remarkable for their 
exactitude, their homely beauty, their clean, 
sherp simplicity, and the unmistakable local 
color. Mr. Jed Prouty, like Josh Whitcomb, 
is a singularly well preserved portrait of the 
peculiarities of a particular commonwealth, 
and it he is not a monument of art he is at 
least a curiosity. I suspect that he and Den- 
man Thompson, like Buffalo Bill, do not 
set out to show us what they can 
assume, but what they are. They are 

iteral transcripts of the kind of life they pre- 
sent to us. Contemn this sort of thing as 
much as one will, there is an inexplicable 
charm tothe publicin it on account of its 
reality and, I am inclined to think, too, on 
account ofits wholesome unpretentiousness. 
It must be acknowledged that the American 
public like to see pictures of the real American 
home—that home with its simple, unsophisti- 
cated group which has furnished to the coun- 
try ite staminaand its glory. They have a 
kindly admiration for the prejudices, 
the stanch, indomitable crudities ot 
character in the men who live their lives out 
in isolated communities, for these men take 
them back to primitive elements, away from 
the confusing distractions of that intense life 
of deceit which is evolved in the cities. There 
is, perhaps, no good reason why a man should 
be better in the hamletthanin the metropo- 
lis, but there are plenty of reasons why he 
should be more aggressively individual, for fu 
the metropolis he gives up something of his 
individuality to the general fund. Jed 
Proutys are common in Maine. They 
are scarce in New York and Jed Prouty 
owes all his attractiveness for us to a provin- 
cial or rustic self-assertion which has convic- 
tion, and not expediency, at the bottom of it. 
His ideas of right and wrong are few and nar- 
row, but he lives up to them and acts consist- 
ently under their guidance. That a man who 
does this should be a curiosity and a living 
entertainment in New York isa curious com- 
mentary. 

The scene of the country Justice’s court- 
room, in the second act of this sketch, so 
completely subordinates everything of dra- 
matic interest to character representation 
as to de unique. It is all very 
well tosay thatthe absence of the customary 
entanglement and crisis is owing to the in- 
ability of the play-wrights, butitis obvious 
enough that it was the intention of the play- 
wrights to avoid this very dramatic method. 
Their purpose was to show Joe Prouty’s pe- 
cullarity and to succéed in making his tdiosyn- 
crasy interesting—as they do, which, inde- 
pendently of his traditional methods, is not, 
after all, suchan easytask. That they suc- 
ceed in doing so is attested night after night 
by this scene. The usual suspense of a court- 
room isabsent. The sufficient motive for a 
trial at all is ignored. The observer takes 
very little interest in the fate ofthe prisoner, 
who is a boy arrested for malicious wischief, 
The evidence is of no account. But the in- 
domitabie character of the chief personage 
dominates the scene, and the whole incident, 
with all details, wears a growing interest sim- 
ply because the personality of Jed Prouty is 
on exhibition. o one cares what is to be the 
outcome ofthe scene. Everybody is absorbed 
in watching Jed Prouty’s defiance of it. 

There ia inthe exhibition of a distinct per- 
sonality a literalness and veracity in the actor

so distinctly Jed Prouty and nothing else, 
that the impression he makes is idelible. We 
have been introduced toa new personage, He 
has come out of a iccality where such 
men can be made.

A SCHOOLMATE’S RECOGNITION. 


Thomas R. Koaggs Given Into the Custody 
of an Old Companion. 


Sheriff John W. Griswold of Hillsboro, l., 
arrived in St. Louis last evening and pro- 
oeeded direct to Jefferson City to procure the 
necessary requisition with which to take Thos. 
R. Knaggs back to Litchfield to answer for the 
murder of Sam Waldroup. Sheriff Griswold 
had a short talk with the prisoner before he 
jeft, and readily recognized him as 


the boy with whom he had lived, worked 
and slept tor many a month in former years. 
Knages, however, did not seem to remember 
his former playmate, but seemed glad to 
see bim when he introduced himself. He did 
not want to say much then, and the interview 
Was a short one. Mr. Frank M. Roberts of 
the Litchfield Daily News was seen late in the 
eyening, and be threw additional light upon 
the murder of Waldroup. After detailing the 
cold-blooded manner in which the victim was 
called to his door in the gray dawn of the 
morning of April 1, 1888, and shot down in 
front of his wife and daughter, Mr. Roberts 
told of the ringing of the fMre-belis and the 
determined efforts made by the searching par- 
ties to find the fugitive murderer who was 
supposed to be hiding in the woods. The mo- 
tive for the killing he attributed to the fact that 
Waldroup was the principal witness in a case 
against Knaggs for being concerned in the 
burning of a house in that town to secure the 
insurance money. It appears that Waldroup 
heard the conversation between Knaggs and 
the other schemer apd afterwards learned all 
their plans by pretending to be a party to the 
conspiracy. Knaggs also held a grudge 
— the Waldroup brothers for an indig- 
nity offered him when but a boy. 
Mr. Roberts also said that 
_ of the murdered man had remarried but a few 
days ago. Knagee still refuses to talk until 
he secures legal counsel. A resident of 
Litchfield was sent down to talk to him and 
Kpoaggs conversed quite freely with him on 
ordinary topics, but was reticent as soon as 
any question pertaining to his arrest 
or the crime was put to him. He has 
‘ gor some time labored under the delusion that 
hisYather was dead, and when informed that 
' the ola gentieman was still alive he paced his 
cell in the greatest excitement say ** My 
_ father alive! I can hardly believe it. If Lean 
only see my father again I don’t care if I hang 
' for the shooting five minutes afterwards.’’ 
His excitement was but temporary, however, 
and he soon became as sullen as ever. Mr. 
Roberts says the feeling at Litchfield against 
. Knages is very strong, but they will have 
nothing but strong circumstantial evidence 
to bring against him. Sheriff Griswold will 
take bis man back on Monday.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 18.—The chief 
business to-day before the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States was the consideration of the report of 


the committee on closer co-operation be- 
tween the Northern and Southern assemblies. 
Rev. Dr. Wright moved that the report of the 
joint committee be made. Hg said that as 
an old Confederate soldier“ who fought 
on the very ground on which the session is 
being held, he wished the report to receive 
prompt and favorable action; and to bring 
about the fraternity between the brethren of 
the same faith, whether in the North or the 
South. Rev. Johnson proposed to substitute 
that a minister and an elder from each synod 
be appointed to act as a special com- 
mittee to report to the assembly 
on Wednesday. A compromise was 
made making esday the time. The ques- 
tion came up as tothe appointment of a com- 
mittee. Rev. M. Mosely of Texas, Judge Fen- 
trees, Rev. 8. Johnson, Dr. Bullock, Chester 
M. McCoy, Dr. Dobbs and Mr. Yeager argued 
the question pro and con, and it was made the 
special order of the meeting for Tuesday 
afternoon. The educational report was then 
presented and referred. It shows that the 
whole number of candidates aided by the 
committee is 167, and the amount 
paid them is $16,037.30. After the 
devotional exercises, the assembly took a re- 
cess until 8:30p.m. The mostof the dele- 
gates spent the afternoon on Lookout Moun- 
tain, going upthe inciine oron the switch 
back railroad. 

Many of the visitors bad been in the Confed- 
erate army during the siege of Chattanooga, 
and were forcibly impressed withthe New 
South as seen here.

Baptists Attack the Church of Rome.

Bosrox, Mass., May 18.—The Baptist 
preachers of the American Home Mission 
Society in convention to-day brought in a 


report attacking the Church of Rome. The 
report said: 

People of foreign birth and thelr descend- 
ants of the first generation comprise about 
two-fifths of the Os ee aa of the Northern 
and Western tates and Territories. 
In some States and cities there are one-half or 
a decided majority. The reception of about 
5,000,000 immigrantsin nine years is a very 
serious matter to the thoughtful American 
christian. It raises the inquiry as to the 
moral significance of this immense migration. 
What modifications are taking place jin con- 
sequence of it? What periis are wrapped up 
in it; and what is our responsibility in respect 
to their evangelization? The mutterings of the 
coming storm bave already been heard in 
New England and elsewhere. The Roman 
Catholic hierarchy is employing extreme ef- 
forts to tighten its grip upon its adherents 
among those peoples and to use them as a 
forcesin politics to accomplish their objects.’’ 

Rev. Dr. D. C. Eddy, D. D., New York, was 
the flrst speaker. He said there are two flags 
at present waving over this country. One 
North America for Christ, the other North 
Awerica for Rome. This country with its un- 
bounded resources, its greatness is to be con- 
secrated to Christ, evangelized, or hopelessly 
bound to the chariot wheels of the Papal prop- 
aganda. 

Rev. Mr. McDiarmid of the Province of Que- 
bec said that he wished to say that they need 
not go to Spain to see the effects of Romanism, 
as they could, by taking thetrain in Boston 
to-night, be to-inorrow morning in the midst 
of the Catholic Province of Quebec, where 87 
per cent of the people were Catholics. 


A New Catholic Institute. 


CuiIcaGco, May 18.—Five thousand people, 
each carrying the American flag, representing 
the different Oatholic societies of the city, will 
be in line to-morrow in full uniform and ac- 


companied by twenty-two bands of music 
will march around the South Side. The pa- 
rade will be in honor of the laying of the cor- 
ner-stone ofthe De La Salle Institute, corner 
of Thirty-fifth street and Wabash avenue, 
which will take piace about 2:30 o’clock. The 
ground cost $25,000 and the building will cost, 
when completed, $120,000. There will be 
twenty-four class rooms, and 600 pupils will 
attend the school. 

The De La Salle Institute will be the only 
Catholic high school in the West.

Fifty-one thousand 
dollars have already been secured, and the 
management has pledges for $22,000 more.

From time immemorial the market of a city 
has been a place of interest.

There is scarcely 
a city in the world that has not some tales to 
tell of its market place and scarcely one that 
does not take some pride in it, but 
it would de a terrible indictment against St. 
Louis if any of her citizens should express ad- 
miration for the worn out, antiquated, dilapl- 
dated ruin that forms a part of Union Market. 
Cincinnati was cursed once with just such a 
market and the citizens in their wrath assem- 
bled one night, a crowd of 5,000 men marched 
down to the place and by morning the site of 
the market was — a vacant lot. Not a 
post, nota plank was left onthe ground, and 
the square on which that market stood is now 
Fountain square, one of the finest in that 
city. One of the most prominent and conser- 
vative merchants in the city recalled the 
market riot of Oincinnati yesterday after- 
noon and said: We do not propose to have 
any riots in St. Louis, but the merchants 
want one thing understood—thbat it is easier 
to remove than to improve, and if there is 
any organized opposition to the movement to 
teardown the sheds and build an arcade the 
Union Market will disappear off the face of 
the earth. 

THE MERCHANTS’ PETITION. 

The reasons which the merchants give for 
their strong desire to see a newand bandsome 
arcade erected there are good ones. They 
have been already mentioned and there are 
others. The dealers who have stalle there 
naturally donot like the inside spaces and 
many of them are unoccupied, while the out- 
side is crowded and the sidewalks loaded.

son reduction works of the St. Louis 
Smeltiog & Refining Co. continue to get 
the Mikado output. At the Harrison works 
three of the four furnaces are in blast, and ore 
receipts continue about as usual. The Harrison 
is taking no part in the fierce competition at 
present going on between the smelting com- 
panies of Colorado, and although its profits 
are very much reduced by it its conservative 

policy is certainly very much the safest. 

THE DEEP SHAFT. 

The Leadville deep-shaft scheme is progress- 
ing steadily, though slowly. It is said that 
the St. Louis company will not turn its land 
in Leadville over to the deep-shaft company 
for shares. It certainly would be unwise for 
it to do so, for it owns ten acres of land in one 
tract around the Harrison Reduction-works, 
and that is enough for one good 
mine of itself. That land, too, is quite as val- 
uable as any unexplored ground under the 
city of Leadville. It is directly on the course 
of the carbonate ore chute, and if that runs as 
far as it probably does, it certainly runs 
through the St. Louis territory. 

GLASS-PENDERY AND ADAMS. 

Work has not yet been resumed in the Glass- 
Pendery mine, although there is now fire un- 
der the boilers. That is, however, for the 
Leadville Water Co., which is running the 
pumps in the shaft to supply the city with 


water. The Glass-Pendery Co. receives 
a considerable amount for the use of 
the pumps and boilers. Adams’ affairs are 
still in statu quo pending the meeting of the 
shareholders called for Monday next. It is 
rumored here that the President Quintette 
affairs are in a hopeless tangle, and that there 
is not much likeHhood of work being resumed 
in mines or mill for some time.

Adams sharebolders may sincerely hope and 
pray that this lease may be consummated, for 
it will be the salvation of the Adams property. 
At the present time tbat mine is compelled to 
lie idle, for the company cannot work it 
at profit and consequently the 
mine has no more than aselling value to it. 
Through the Henrietta and Maid the mine can 
be operated at a profit,and that means a profit 
to the Adams Co., the lessor, as well as the 
lessee. A lease of the Adams by the Henri- 
etta and Maid would be a very excellent thing 
for both parties. 

The new McCormack shaft of the Small 
Hopes is now down 400 feet, or thereaboulis, 
the bottom still being in ray por- 
phyry.

As 
this action throws a ocongregation out of 
being, it has necessarily created quite a sen- 
gation in that quarter of the city where the 


church was located. 
St. David's is asmall church located at No. 


8008 South Broadway, just south of the 
junction of Broadway and Jefferson av- 
nue, where the Broadway street car 
lime terminates. The edifice is a one- 
story and a basement structure which 
was formerly a private dwelling. Mrs. Ken- 
nerly,g very wealthy widow, who resides 
within a biock of the place, gave the house 
for church purposes about three years ago. 
The two front rooms of the upper or main 
floor were turned tnto one by tearing down 
the partition and the kitchen in rear was used 
asavestry-room. The — room was nicely 
Papered and the ulliding placed in 
nice condition. From the Good Shepherd 
missionary were borrowed an altar, 


an altar cloth, some chairs and a baptismal 
fount. Mrs. Kennerly supplied matting for 
the. floor, a basin for the fount,a Bible, an 
organ, a contribution plate and other regui- 
tes and services were commenced in the 
iding. A Mr. Green first bad charge of it 
and was assisted by Capt. Munns, a mis- 
pionary belonging to the Church 
an organization created by the 
Board of Missions. When Mr. Green lett 
Capt. Munns held services there alone. He 
was only a lay reader, and was succeeded by 
Mr. Gilbert Eliiott, the attorney, who volun- 
teered his services as a lay reader. Mr. Elli 
ott remained untilth: frst of the year, when 
Mrs. Kennerly desired a regularly ordained 
clergyman to be appointed as rector of the 
church, and the Rev. Dr. : De- 
Wolf was appointed. Last August 
Mre. Kennerly formally deeded the 
dullding to the Episcopal church, ber 
deed providing that the regular prayer- 
book of the church should be used in the 
services. Matters went along very smoothly 
until last Easter when the report of the finan- 
es of the church made by Mr. Anthony 
Furniss, a member of the vestry, was read. 
Mrs. Kennerly then arose and objected to the 
statement made in the report that Mr. Furniss 
bad made a payment to her on the furnace 
used in heating the building. She said 
she had no frecollection of having been paid 
the money. A receipt required by ber was 
produced by the wife of Mr. Furniss, and next 
day Mrs. Kennerly admitted she bad done the 
un an injustice. Recently she went to 
Jishop Tuttie, complaining about the sery- 
‘ees held at the churoen. She said

ere being conducted when the building had 
oeen deeded on the express stipulation that 
Only the regular prayer-book of the 
church should be used. As she was 
a low-churcechb woman she objected to 
the rector using what she termed 
a high church praye: book and also objected 
to any foreigner holding office in the church. 
Bishop Tuttie ordered a meeting of the vestry 
ofthe church, and Friday night he visited it 
to administer confirmation and, if possible, 
settle the dispute. He met the vestrymen and 
had a talk with them and also bad a conver- 
ation with Mrs. Keunerly. He was unable 
to ix up their differences and decided that the 
only way out was to abolish the church 
together. Accordingly the rector, Rev. Dr.

DR. FRANK D. CLARKE CONVICTED. 


A Jury Finds Him Guilty of Sending Obscene 
Matter Through the Mails. 


The case of the United States against Dr. 
Frank D. Clarke was concluded in the United 
States District Court yesterday and the jury, 
after remaining out about five hours, return- 
ed a verdict finding Dr. Clarke guilty of send 
ing obscene matter through the mails. The 
penalty is imprisonment for not more than 
five years or a fine of not more than $5,000 or 
both. Tue jury did not Hx the punishment 


and the court deferred the sentence 
for four days to give Dr. COlarke’s 
counsel time to argue a motion for a new trial. 
Dr. Clarke has an office and private 
hospital opposite the Custom-house on Lo- 
cust street and in answer to inguiries from 
abroad concerning certain diseases, he mailed 
pamphlets concerning the subject. Some of 
these pamphlets and circulars were obtained 
by Post-office Inspector McAfee, who present- 
ed the case to)District Attorney/Bashaw. An in- 
dictment was found and the case set for trial. 
About a month ago his attorney made a mo- 
tion to quash the indictment onthe grounds 
that the circulars were not set out in 
the indictment, but only referred to 
by title and withheld on the ground 
that they were too obsceneto to be spread 
upon the records of tye court, and because 
the indictment did not allege that the matter 
was sent to persons not proper to receive it, 
orfor improper purposes. [he defense was 
thatthe circulars were medical works, and 
therefore proper to be sent through the malle 
if sent to proper persons. Judge Thayer 
overruled the motion, and the case went to 
trial and occupied a day and a halt. The 
prosecution was simple. Judge Bashaw 
proved that the pampntete were circuiated 
through the mail by Dr. Clarke, and .sup- 
mittedthem in evidence. The defense did 
not dispute the charge jof circulating them, 
but maintained that they were sent to patients 
for the purpose of giving them medical in 
struction necessary to the treatment of 
their cases. To sustain this view 
of the case Dr. Emmons, Dr. Berways, Dr. 
Comstock and several other physicians were 
called as witnesses. Their testimony was 
teonnical and they gave professional opinions 
on the mode of treatment laid down in Dr. 
Clarke's circulars. When the testimony was 
all in the arguments were begun and they oc- 
cupied about four hours. The argument for 
tne defense took rather a peculiar turn, the 
position being that the matter contained in the 
circalar was not more obscene than many pas- 
sages from Shakespeare and other classical 
works, medical books and even passages of 
the Bible, Liberal quotations that were both 
claggical and ‘‘spicy’’ were ready and 
the case submitted. The jurors went 
out at 8 o'clock and at 6 o'clock 
had not reached a verdict. Jndge Thayer 
then sent for them and excused them untl 7 
o*clock for supper. The foreman said that 
two of the jurors wanted further instructions 
and Judge Thayer told him to write the re- 
quests and submit them to him when they re- 
turned, and if it was proper he would give 
them what instructions were desired. The 
requests were handed in shortly after 7 
o Glock and Judge Thayer gave the instrac- 
tions. The jury then retired and in a few 
minutes came back with averdict of guilty. 
The sentence will not be pronounced until the 
motion for a new trial is disposed of.

EW YORK, May 18. 
Travel trom New 
York was never 
wreater, perhaps, 
than now, yet the 
city was never more 
instructive and 
amusing to the ob- 
serving student of 
the currents of its 
daily life. It is a 
good part of a lib- 
eral education to 
walk from Four- 
teenth street to 
Thirty third on 
Broadway, dropping 
in, by the way, at 


the great moustache emporium, the photo- 
graph shop, where new celebrities are always 
on view. The Fifth Avenue, where heavy- 
waisted statesmen and ex-Legisiators are 
wont to congregate; the Hoffman, about 
whose buste and frescoes the lite of 
the city is apt to pulsate 
at some hour or other of the twenty-four; De!- 
monico’s, where every man of fashion used 
to think he must show himself at some hour 
of the day; the St. James, and so on up the 
ligt of caravansaries which deflect the choicest 
flotsam of the bumantide. Take the walk at 
almost any time and one cannot avoid being 
confronted with celebrities. That sedate 
great man in black, who iooks something like 
a sanctified edition of Sam Randall, has just 
left his apartments, than which no 
bachelor querters, the Oumberiand or 
the Worth House can boast are more 
elegant. He iooks amused ata pamphiet, 
which a peddier offers to sell him fora dime 
a copy, of Bishop Potter’s address, for he is 
Bishop Potter. Nobody would ever think of 
alluding tothe Rev. Henry C. Potter, whose 
oratorioal shot at partisan politics is stil 
echoing around the world, as a clerical 
rounder. No man is more dignified, more 
severely upright and unexceptionabie in his 
modeof life. But be wears knee-breeches 
and ellver-buckled shoes with his evening 
dress and knows exactly what's going on. 
He's a handsome man, a social swell, and 
every inch of a prelate. The bishopric 
indeed, is almost hereditary in the Potter 
family since Alonzo and Horatio Potter, the 
father and uncle of Henry C. Potter, were 
Bishops in New York and Penney!- 
vania. Learning and ability certainiy 
seem a portion of the Potter inher- 
itance, though whether the youngest genera- 
tion, which has so far distinguished itseif 
chiefly of late in uxorial complacence and am- 
ateur circusings, will redeem its promise is to 
be seen. The late Clarkson N. Potter and 
President Eliphalet N. Potter of Union College 
were the present Bishop’s brothers, and their 
attainments and talents are well known. An- 
other brother is Wm. A. Potter, the architect 
of the new Episcopal Cathedral. Bishop H. C. 
Potter hasasquare jaw and short, black ish 
gray side-whiskers. is eye is fine and dark 


and his nose and mouth are almost Napole- 
onic. The Bisbop is a polished after-dinner 
speaker and a man of the world in the beat 
sense of the term. He is a favorite among the 
church women of the Four Hundred. 


Hector De Castro, Edward K. Somborn and 
Thomas F. Ochiitree are three of the most 
interesting tenants of the Worth. Each man 
of the three has a story, and that story is 
told more or less faithfully to the canny eye 
in the hangings and rugs and lamps and 
pictures and bric-a-brac which adorn his 
suit.

The practical suggestion is that the owner 
should be the holder of property in the im- 
mediate neighborhood other than that on 
which be builds. The vacant lots on both 
sides of, and across the way from the lot on 


which he builds may be doubted or trebied in 
value by bis enterprise. The increased value 
of lots adjoining an improvement often more 
than equais the cost of the improvement. 

By all fair means try to keep the increased 
values out of the bands of unenterprising peo- 
ple who never make improvements. They are 
the least deserving of any members of a com- 
munity. As land and lot holders, if their num- 
bers are considerable, they retard the growth 
of a town or city more than all other adverse 
influences put together.

WILL BE ARRAIGN ED. 


TO-MORROW THE ELECTION OFFENDERS 
WILL ENTER PLEAS. 


Relying on a Technicality te Save Them 
From Trial in the United States Court— 
Nine More Indictments Found Against 
Delegate Lehmann—The New Attorney 
Filley’s Big Petition. 


O-MORROW Delegate 
Jullus Lehmann, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Adam 
Neibert and possibly 
some ofthe offenders, 
against whom indict- 
ments were returned 
yesterday, will be ar- 
raigned in the United 
States District Court. 
The other offenders 
will follow Lehmann’s lead. During the work- 
ing of the naturalization mill at the Four 
Courts last October he danced in the bead set, 
soto speak. He was in the confidence of 
the politicians who superintended the job—a 
cause for apprehension just now, as Lehmann 
is quoted as saying that if he is pinched some- 
body else will be pinched harder. His politi- 
cal friends are doing what they can to heip 
him. Sneriff Poblman’s brother stands ready 
to put up all their joint property holda- 
ings to secure Lebmann’s liberty while 
awaiting his trial. Lehmann stands 
charged with having falsely sworn that 
certain persons were qualified by their long 
residence in this country to become citizens, 
when in fact they did not possess the qualifi- 
cations claimed, and when in fact they were 
strangers to Lehmann. Lehmann says he is 
not guilty, but to-morrow he will 
not ask that a jury be sum- 
moneda to hear the evidence of 
his innocence and to acquit him. He will 
pursue a different policy. He will it possible 
interpose technical legai objections between 
himself and the jury which will try his case. 

He will ask that the indictment against him 
be quashed on the ground that the Court of 
Criminal Correction is not a Court of common 
law jurisdiction or a tribunal which can na- 
turalize foreigners. Theargument followed to 
its conclusion is that this being true the ap- 
pearance of an army of perjurers before such 
a tribunal for the purpose of making citizens 
of foreigners who do not possess the qualifi- 
cations required by law would constitute no 
offense. 

The defendant is leaning on a broken reed. 
The Federal and State statutes form a chain 
of argument against this point stronger than 
they ordinarily do. The Federal statntes 
make it legal for any court of common law and 
record to issue citizen’s papers. The State 
statutes plainly establish the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction as such a court. This point 
Will probably be sabmiited to Judge Thayer 
to-morrow. 

Yesterday the Federal Grand-jury made 

TWO REPORTS 

to the United States District Court. The jury 
has since the opesieg of its session considered 
seventy-seven bills. Yesterday nine more in- 
dictments were returned against Delegate 
Lehmann and one against Adam Neibert. 

Other indictments have been found against 
persons implicated in the election frauds, but 
the parties have not yet beeu arrested, 

After reporting vesterday afternoon the 
Graud-jury adjourned until June 10.

The Battenberg Marriage. 


The Figaro publishes this morning extracts 
from the registers of the Commune of Castel- 
lar, near the Italian frontier, which record the 


civil marriage of Prince Alexander of Batten- 
berg to Mile. Jeanne Marie Loisinger of Press- 
burg, Hungary. The Figaro asserts thatthe 
marriage was celebrated in circumstances 
which may render it invalid. Towards the 
end of January last, it says, M. Max Mul- 
ler, formerty ussian Consul at Mentone, 
called upon the Mayor of Castellar to 
make arrangements for the marriage 
of two foreigners. The Mayor, who is nota 
lawyer, resolved to consult the Vicomte du 
Moiron, Procureur ofthe French Republic at 
Nice, as to the necessary formalities, and 
wrote to him for information. He, however, 
authorized the first publication of banns. 
Meanwhile a letter was received fromthe Vi- 
comte stating that a marriage could not be le- 
gally celebrated between foreigners who bad 
not been resident six months in France. On 
receipt of this letter the Mayor sent back the 
certificates and other papers produced by M. 
Muller. He declined to proceed further with 
the marriage. M. Muller then calied on the 
Mayor, and succeeded in convincing bim that 
the second publication of banns might be 
made. The Prince, he said, had gone to Nice 
to see the Vicomte du Moiron, and would be 
back shortly with full ade bitanes and, in 
fact, His Highness soon made his arance.

French china together with jugs and vases of | 
Chinese ware, and some fine old specimens of 
cheaper English dishes, are comprised in the 
Lewis collection which was purchased some 
years ago by the United States Government. 
More than one good house-wife has sug- 
gested that the existence of so much of this 
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peculiarly frail Wasbington china which is 
quite unmarked by nicks, is due to the use of 
wood instead of metal articles in which to 
cleanse them. 

The Jefferson plate has been considered by 
those who have seen it the curiosity of the 
coltection. It is not china, but a good example 
of earthenware made in Rockingham, England, 
and bears the stamp BEAMELD. Its coloring 
is blue, of unusually agreeable shade, which 
bas a range from nearly black to quite delicate 
tinting, giving to the decoration of the dish 
botha depth and character which is pecu- 
liarly attractive. This, notwithstanding the 
fact that the glaze surface is crazed in minute 
cracks, and in places where the heaviest body 
of color originally laid, both glaze and color 
have worn away from the brownish body upon 
which it originally laid.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 


Work Entirely Abandoned on De Lessep’s 
Gigantic Enterprise. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsPaTcnr. 

New ORLEANS, La., May 18.—The British 
Steamship Caribbean is in port to-day from 
South and Central American ports. She re- 
ports that at Colon everything is exceedingly 
quiet. The last steamship furnishing free 
transportation to Jamaica was to have sailed 
from Colon on the 10th inst. with 1,500 labor- 
ers. On the ſth inst. the last contractor, a 
Mr. Jacobs, ceased work, and all work having 
been discontinued, the De Lessep’s Panama 
Canal becomes the property of the Colombian 
Government. There is an immense amount 
of machinery that has been abandoned and 
lies exposed to the weather and if ever again 
required, it would costa large sum of money 
to be placed in working order. The greater 
portion ot the buildings at Colon have been 
deserted and the merchants are shipping 
their goods to Greytown to be ready for the 
next canal movement.

NEW YORK, May 18.—At the adjourned mee- 
ing ofthe representatives of the American 
Meat Co. andthe directors of the American 
Cattle Trust this afternoon the much-talked-of 


deal between the two concerns was finally 
consummated.

of the Cattle Trust. Senator Dorsey, one of 
the moving spirits of the meat company, ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with the new 
arrangement. He preferred not to mention 
the details of the compact, but said that 
the two organizations had not been consoli- 
dated.

A Return te the Fashion of Thirty or Forty 
Yeers Ago—What the Young Graduates 
and Their Parents Think of the Reform 
—Extravagance in School Dresses. 


HERE is to bea new order 
of things at tbe Mary In- 
stitute this year.

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The Third Day of a Sensational Trial Drags 
Along Before a Tired Court and Jury— 
Medical Experts Cite Instances Which 
They Say, Prove the Boy a Fraud—The 
End Not Yet. 


N the case of the three 
dog catchers, Burkes 
Guerke and Angelrodt 
accused of catching the 
boy, Willie Maiers with a 
dog wire, and otherwise 
maltreating him, the 
third day of the trial 
closed before Judge Nor- 
mile late yesterday in 
the Criminal Court. The charges are fam- 
Uiar to the public. The indictment charges 
that the boy was assaulted as told, and thdt 
since the time, several months ago, he has 
been subject to violent fits, which will prob- 
ably never leave him. He had a fit during the 
preliminary examination before Judge 
Noonan and another'‘on Friday in the Criminal 
Court when he was put on the stand to tell 
hia story. The defense is that the boy is 
shamming and that the fits are feigned by him. 

The Willie Malers case is becoming tedious 
in its duration and was at times almost 
farcical previousto the adjournment yester- 
day afternoon. The jury is tired, and one 
member so far forgot himself as to fall asleep 
during the discourse delivered from the stand 
by one of the witnesses. The attorneys are 
tired, and to relieve the monotony of the oc- 
casion frequent ‘‘tiffs’’ were indulgedin and 
some specimens of sharp repartee resulted. 
The spectators are getting tired, and any 
laughable incident or remark was followed 
by an audible expression of mirth which ill 
suits the gravity of the charge, but which 
the Deputy Sheriff found hard at times to sup- 
press. The Judge is tired, the defendants are 
tired, everybody is tired and the end is not 
yet. 

Ladies of the Humane Society were in the 
court-room yesterday and evinced the utmost 
interest in the proceeding. After the adjourn- 
ment for dinner 

POLICEMAN CONNER 
was placed upon the stand. He testified that 
shortly after Willie Malers had been caught by 
the dog catchers he had been approached on 
his beat by Mrs. Maiers, who told him that 
while passing a neighboring store, her boy 
bad been bitten onthe hand bya dog which 
was keptin the store. She requested the of- 
ficer to kill the animal, asthe faot that it had 
bitten him and was still alive seemed to prey 
on the lad’s mind, and caused him great an- 
guishand consequent nervous attacks.

The sword trick was invented by Le 
Conde, eight years ago, and after- 
wards perfected by Prof. Hoffmann; it is 
done by nearly all the stage magicians before 
the public at the present time. With this 
slight digression from the subject I will now 
explain the manner in which it is accom- 
plished. 

First, you must prepare your cards by hav- 
ing only three different cards in the pack; 
that is, have twelve ofeach kind, and make 
your audience select from three different parts 
of the pack, cards similar to the ones that will 
be caught on the Sword. Prof. Herrmann’s 
manner of doing this is by forcing the audi- 
ence to take the cards he bas 
selected. After they have been 
returned to the pack he throws the pack in 
the air, points the sword amongst the falling 
cards and the selected cards appear on the 
blade of the sword. Ofcourse, the sword is 
the whole trick, and is madein the following 
manner: 

It is an ordinary small sword (see fig.1) with 
a three-sided rapier biede, but altered in a pe- 
cullar way forthe purpose of thé trick. The 
tip of the blade (figure 2) is cut off about a 
third of an inch distance from the extreme 
point and across the concave side of this tip 
and also across the corresponding part of the

It may, however, be 
drawn away from it in any di- 
rection as far as the elastic will 
permit, but when released im- 
mediately files back to its old 
position. On the same side as 
the hilt—that is the side farthest 
away from the paim ofthe hand 
when grasping the sword (See 
Fig. %3)—is fastened a flat 
ebiong piece of tin, paint- 
ed black, with its lower edges Fig. 2. 
folded over about half an inch on each side in 

, such amanner as to hold 
three cards, not too tight, 
but just enough to kee 
them in position. Prof. 
Hermann in doing this trick 
forces three cards similar to 
the ones that he places in 
the handle of the sword. In 
the top card he cuts a small 
hole large enough for the 
tip to go through; the oth- 
ers are cut a little larger 
than the blade. The cards 
are placed on the elastic 
which is then stretched back 
to the hilt of the sword. The 
three cards are held in place 
by the weight of the edge 
„. and as soon as the per- 
throws the pack in the air 
the cards which immedi- 
ately fly to the point of the sword and appear 
as in figure 4. ethen takesthe cards from 
the sword and asks if they are the right ones,

When you made the motion to pick up the 
card you changed tbe one on the table for the 
one you had on the top of the pack, so that 
the card thought of is really there at the time 
the person who turns it over can see. 

The following is not really a card trick, but 
is more mathematical than anything else. You 
first lay twenty-four cards on the table fave 
up in triplets, that is three together, and you 
say to your onlookers: 

‘‘Iwillnow go out oftheroomand allow 
eight different people to select each one 
of those piles of cards, which you see are 
three each and are called the aes Triplets; 
and after coming back I will tell the cards 
that each person has; but please do not mix 
the cards until after I come in the room 0 

To do this you must commit to memory this 
chart of words,

which you see are composed of eight different 
letters each, being repeated three times mak- 
ing twenty-four in all. 

ou then pick up one pile of threes after the 
other and lay them out on the table in four 
rows the same as the letters, face up, in the fol- 
lowing manner: First the three L cards, then 
the I cards, then V, then N and so on. When 
you have them laid out you say: 

„Some lady or gentieman who selected a 
card will please touch one of his cards and I 
will immediately tell the other two. 

If he touches the third card in the third line 
he must have had the V cards. The other two, 
of course, are the third cards in the first and 
fourth lines. Go ahead and tell them all in 
the same manner and be sure to never let 
your cards get mixed and do not get mixed up 
yourself.

9,750 cattle, 18,240 sheep and 36.260 hogs and 
found them in good condition except 18 dead 
and 42 crippled cattle, 19 dead and 34 crippled 
sheep, and 200 dead and 188 crippled bogs. A 
considerable decrease is found in the number 
of pounds of beef and pork condemned in 
slaughter houses this week as eompared with 
last week. Twenty-five pounds of pork was 
condemned in the slaughter house located at 
311 Miller street. The pork was the property 
of William Hertling. It was turned over tothe 
City Marshal for feeding the dogs at the dog 
pound. Union Market was inspected tho- 
roughly during the past week by John Finn, 
inspector of the second District, and was 
found in first-class condition.

BURMESE. 


ONE OF THE BRIGHTEST JEWELS IN EN- 
GLAND’S CROWN. 


How Indo-China is Changing—The Tattooed 
Man at Home—HSow Tattoving Is Done 
and Queer Features of the Art—The Great 
Rangoon Pageda—A Mountain of Gold 
and How It Was Erected.

ANGOON, Burmah, 
April 7, 1889.—Tne 
great southeastern 
peninsula of Asia, 
known as Indo-China 
or farther India, is 
fast making history. 
The French are 
developing the east“ 
ern provinces of Ton- 
guin, Annam and 
Cambodia, which 
line the Pacific. The 
English have now a 
fast grip on Burmab, 
and Siam lying between awaits only a great 
European war to fall into the hands of one or 
the other. The day will soon come 
when this great territory, equal in 
size to one-third of the whole United 
States, will be governed from Europe. Its in- 
terior will be penetrated by railroads and 
its immense resources will be thrown open to 
the world. As I write this letter a corps of 
engineers are at work surveying a railroad 
from Bangkok, the capital of Siam, to Manda- 
lay, the great city of Upper Burmah, and be- 
fore this letter is published the English rail- 
road, which now runs from this city of Ran- 
goon, 168 miles to the City of Promein the 
interior, will have been extended to Mandalay 
and will be open to traffic. This will give 
Burmah between four and five hundred miles 
of railway and the day will come when the 
line will be extended to Canton in China. 
These roads will open up one of the richest 
countries of the East. Indo-China is practical- 
ly undeveloped and uncultivated. Its people 
are lazy, easy-going, half-savage races, 
from the Burmese to the Siameseand the 
Malays, and they bave inthe past lived from 
hand to mouth. They are not accumulators 
nor investors and their rien soll, forests and 
minerals are awaiting the advent ofthe im- 
migrant. The immigrant is already upon the 
ground in the person*of the Europeans and 
the Chinese, and within a generation or 80 a 
new race will inhabit it. This race 
will be the Chinese crossed with 
they] natives. Everywhere I go I find 
thatthe Chinamen are doing the business of 
the peninsula. They are marrying with the 
natives, and old English residents tell me 
they are producing a race that is better than 
either. At Singapore and in the southern part 
of the Malay peninsula they are crowding the 
English merchants out of business, and they 
own grand residences and work with large 
capital. Here at Rangoon none of the Chinese 
do coolie labor, and in Siam they form al- 
ready nearly one-half of the population. 
The English employ them to a large 
extent, and they engage in all trades and 


in all kinds of business. They are, so Eu- 
ropeans think,a necessity to the develop- 
ment of a tropical country, and the prospect 
is that they will eventually own the larger 
part of fartber India. They will not do laun- 
dry work here as they do with us, and the 
lowest grade of work at which you find them 
employed is carpentering. 

Indo-China is still largely a jungle of forest, 
but the soil is as well fitted to supporta 
great population as that of India. It is 
watered by great rivers, and since the British 
took possession of lower Burmah, Ran- 
goon has become one of the greatest rice 
ports in the world. One million tons of rice 
are exported from Burmah yearly, and the 
rice mills of Rangoon compare in size almost 
with the great flouring mils of Minneapolis. 
It takes as much machinery and work to pre- 
pare the unhusked grains of rice for the mar- 
ket us it does to make roller patent process 
flour, and millions of dollars worth of capital 
are engaged here in this business. The 
forests of Indo-China are another great re- 
source. Inthe south you fina cocoanut trees 
by the millions, and noted of the cargoes 
that were put on the ships in 
the harbors of the south that they 
were owned by the Chinese. Then there is 
also the teak wood trees. This wood is as 
hard as ebony and it takes a polish and has a 
grain like that of mahogany. It is used for 
ship timber as well as for furniture and it is 
now exported from Burmah anu Siam to all 
parts ot the world. In precious stones Indo- 
China is not lacking, andthe rubies of Bur- 
mah and the sapphires of Siam are noted the 
world over. Thereis gold in some parts of 
the country and the southern peninsula is 
one bed of tin, which Is now exported largely. 
Petroleum of several kinds has been found 
here in Burmah, audthe evidences may re- 
sult in the development of a new oll fleid. 

Of the whole peninsula, however, the 
empire of Burmah is perhaps the best nart, 
and itis, I am told, one ofthe best paying of 
England's lately acquired possessions. At the 
beginning of the present century it was by 
far the strongest empire in farther India, and 
itis now eqaal to six states as big as Ohio. 
Mandalay, which until about three years ago 
was the capital, is a city of several hundred 
thousand people, and Rangoon, where I write 
this letter, bas 140,000, It is the 
capital of lower Burmah, which 
has belonged to England since the 
days of President Pierce, and Gen. Grant, 
when he stopped hereon his way ground the 
world, predicted that it would be as big as Cal 
cutta in ten years. It is growing fast and it 
will, witbout doubt, be the great city of Indo- 
China. It is about twenty-nine miles from the 
sea on one of the many rivers which form the 
delta of the great Iriwaddy River. This river 
is navigable, forthe largest of ocean steam- 
ers to Rangoon and boats of five teet draft 
can sail up it for 900 miles. Mandalay is 
situated on it about five hundred miles from 
the sea and it forms the great means of 
interior communication for Burmab. It is 
one of the greatest rivers in the world in its 
volume of water and it discolors the sea at 

oints out of sight of land for a distance of 
50 miles along the delta. The raintall of 
some parts of the interior of Burmab ranges 
from 800 to 600 inches of water a year, and in 
July this river brings down to the sea the in- 
conceivable amout of ninety-four billion tons 
of water a day. 

It is the fourth river tn volume in the world, 
and its source is yet tobe discovered. It 
rises somewhere in the Himalayas or Thibet 
and has a wide and fertile valley. 

Burmab has altogether a pepe ation of about 
5,000,000. The majority of these are the Bur- 
mese and they a different people than any I 
have yetseen. The women are beautiful and

The point is split into four 
prongs, and in these the ink is held. The 
tattooer first outlines his sketch and then 
taking tne skin up in bis hand pinches 
it while he punctures 
which are to it forever. 
Tbe coloring matter used is lamp black, which 
turnsa purple with age and which, when 
finished, makes the man look as though he 
was dressed in or ae tights of dark blue. 
‘The tattooing 1s not all done at once, but 
figure by figure as the boy or man can stand 
it. When finished there is a complete mass of 
figures from the waist on a line with the navel 
to the knee cap, and you often see in addition 
to this specimens of tattooing on other parts 
of the body. The people are superstitious 
about it and certain kinds of tattooing are 
supposed to ward off disease. One kind wards 
off the snake bite and another prevents a man 
from drowning.In 1881 a man so tattooed tested 
the efficacy of his tattooing by allowing his 
hands and feet to be tied and himself to be 
thrown into theriver. Itis needless to say 
that the current carried him away, and 
neither tattoo nor man was ever again seen. 
Tne only tattooing affected by women is that 
which produces love in the heart of the desired 
one ofthe other sex. This is a triangle of pe- 
culiar color, which is put on between the eyes, 
upon the lip, or upon the tongue, as the tat- 
tooer prescribes. Its color is made of a mixt- 
ure called by the Burmese ‘‘the drug of ten- 
derness, and it is a compound not much 
different from the hell broth brewed by the 
witches in Macbeth. Another kind of tattoo- 
ing is affected by schoolboys. It prevents, it 
is said, the boy feeling the whip when he 18 
punished at school, and it is universally at- 
fected by the bold bad boys of every Burmese 
town. 

The Burmese are Buddhists and every 
Burmese man is supposed at some timein his 
life to be a priest. The education of the children 
is by the priests and the bulk of the population 

et their education in the monastic schools. 

ou find Buddhist monasteries and Buddhist 
temples everywhere and there is here at Ran- 
goon the finest Buddhist temple in the world. 
It ranks with the Taj Mahal as one of the great 
curiosities of India and it is the oldest and 
finest place of worship in Indo-China, It is the 
Schway Dagohn pagoda or ‘‘the golden 
pagoda.’’ Imagine a mountain of gold rising 
terrace after terrace from a mighty platform 
and growing smaller as it goes upward until 
it at last pierces the skies in a golden Spire, 
the top of which is 370 feet from the ground. 
Make the base so large that it is a quarter of a 
mile around its outer golden rim and let the 
slope ofthe terraces go upward in _ bell-like 
stories to the distance of 100 feet from the 
ground. There is nota block in your city as 
large as the base of this monument, and its 
top is higher than any building 
in America, save the monument 
at Washington. Its spire is taller 
than that of St. Paul's cathedral at London 
and the whole glistens under the blazing sun- 
light as though it were solid gold. At its top 
there is now a scaffo:ding for the great golden 
umbrella, which the last king of Burmah be- 
fore Thebaw gave to it, is being restored to its 
lace and the jewellers are working upon this 
n the sheds at its base. This umbrella is a 
great circular piece of gold which is studded 
with jewels, any one of which would be a fit 
wedding present for a princess. It cost more 
than two bundred thousand gold dollars when 
it was made eighteen years ago. But not long 
since the winds shook it from its moorings 
and jewels and gold came down to the ground. 
This mighty pagoda has cost millions of 
dollars. It is ot brick and stucco covered with 
gold leaf as fine as that ever put 
into an American tooth and as costly. 
It has been regilded again and again, and if 
its tons of material could be put through one 
of the great quartz mills of Denver it would 
yield as much good ore as a California mine. 

The base of this pagoda ison a hill over- 
looking the city of Rangoon. It consists of 
two terraces and the upper is paved with flags 
of stone. This is 166 feet above the level of 
the ground and it covers about fourteen and a 
half acres. The great pyramid near Cairo bas 
a base of thirteen acres, but the base of this 
monument is bigger. It is 900 feet 
tong by about 700 feet wide 
and this fourteen acres is covered with little 
temples with hundreds of Buddhas of all 
shapes and sizes, some of which are of gold 
and others of which have been gilded again 
and again until the layers of gold upon them 
are in places as thick as wedding rings. It is 
impossible to estimate the wealth tbat stands 
upon this platform. The shrine has been a 
noted one us far back as 500 years before Christ 
was born, and during twenty-three centuries 
the Buddhists have been laying their offerings 
upon it. They have added to it all these years 
until it bas risen from twenty-seven feet 
to its present height. During the last 
century one of the kings of Burmah vowed he 
would give his own weight in gold tothis 
monument. He hopped upon the imperial 
scales and aay $5 the beam «at 170 pounds. The 
vow cost him $45,000 worth of gold leaf, and it 
all went into this monument. he monument 
was regiided in 1871 and is now being again 
polished. It is all told a mass of brick and 
mortar mixed with gold and its outside 
plated with wold. It has no in- 
terior chambers and it is as solid 
as a grave stone. Its surroundings 
are those of worship and you may any day 
see dozens of women clad in bright silk —- 
and white vests kneeling and bowin fore 
it. They bring offerings of rice and flowers to 
itand the airis filled with the pertume ofthe 
roses which lie at its base. The base is sur- 
rounded by stone figures of keeling ele- 
phants, each of which is the size of the baby 
elepbant in the cireus. These have fiat 
places upon their backs and itis upon these 
that the offerings are often laid, 
Here little dove cote- 
like shrines, before which incense always 
burns and the roofs of which have been 
turned by its aromatic smoke into soot. NO 
matter how hot the day these women and men 
here kneel, and under the blazing sun pros- 
trate themselves before this golden mountain 
and before what they imagine constitu 

elements of sanctity. These are four 
from the head of the great Buddha himself. 

There are as many relies of Buddha in the 

various Buddhist sbrines as there 
pleces of the cross of Christ ju the 
chambers of the churches of Europe. 
story is that Buddha gave these hairs to two

THE SCIENCE OF FARO. 


Some Points onthe Old Gamblers’ Favorite 
Game.

A gambler nas to know his business. No 
trade is harder than his to master. To be suc- 
cessful at it one must be a good judge of hu- 
man nature. The other requisites are a cool 
brain anda steady hand, It takes years of 
practice to acquire even the manual skill 
which an expert gambler must possess. A 
full-fledged doctor of chances is a dangerous 


man to daily with. Heis able to manipulate 
the pasteboards in a manner to compel the 
respectful admiration of a Herrmann or @ 
Kellar. 

Faro is the favorite game among the sport- 
ing fraternity. It is to these men what rall- 
road stocks are to Wall street speculators, 
Sometimes the sports try their luck at rou 
lette or red-and-black for a brief period, but 
they eventually return to the standard faro, 
just as speculators who occasionally take a 
fiyerin petroleum are never seduced for any 
greatlenaeth of time from the stock market. 

The difference@etween an amateur and a 
professional at ä faro table is that one trust 
to luck, while the other plays according to 
some exact system. The former almost 
always loses, while the latter occasionaliy 
wins. On the surface of a faro table 
are thirteen of the spade sult, laid face upward 
in the following manner: 


The side of the table on which the cards are 
laid, running from oneto six, is where the 
dealer sits. In front of him isa nickel- plated 
box containing a full pack of cards, hese 
are drawn out througnaslit at the top of the 
box, which is just large enough to permit the 
passage of one card atatime. The cards are 
kept pressed against the upper part of the box 
by means of aspring at its bottom until the 
entire deck has been withdrawn. 

The cards are laid in the box face upward, 
No wagers can be made on the top card, 
which is, of course, visible to every one. The 
dealer takes it from the box and lays it aside. 
The card which 16 directly under 
it he draws and places close 
against the right-hand side of the dbox. 
The third card is then laid to the right of 
the one which has been withdrawn. He re- 
peats this process, dividing the cards Into two 
ee until the entire pack has become ex- 

austed. The cards are then re-shuffled and 
the deal is repeated ad infinitum. The losing 
cards are those which fall inthe pile next te 
the box. The winners are therefore con- 
tained in the other pile. If a man — * 
number of chips on one of the cards shown — 
the diagram, he wagers a certain amount o 
money that a plas, mtg tay | card in the 
dealer’s pack will eventually be placed in the 
winning ile. his chips are sur- 
mounted by a little black checker, known 
as acopper, he wagers that the card will fall 
In the losing pile. As each card is taken from 
the box it Is marked by a man whois known 
asacase-keeper. Players can therefore as- 
certain at any time during the deal how many 
cards have been extracted from the box and 
how many times any card has lost or won. 

Professional gamblers always take carefu 
note of the progress of every card. The 
have various methods of playing, one 

commonest being to play what a 
called ‘‘repeaters.’’ A gambler w 
follows this method bets that any on 
which has won or lost will win or lose a 
second time. This method is directly oppue 
site to what is known as ‘‘single out.’’ Backg 
ing a certain card according to this syste 
means that you bet it willwin and lose 
lose and win alternately until all four of: 
kind have been dealt out. 

In doudle out’’ the cards must fall 
two losers and then two winners or v 


versa. 
When a player adonts the system known 
‘*sbree on a side,’’ he feels he has an insp
